COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 


The regular monthly meeting of Council 


was held in the Council Chamber on last 
Monday evening. 


Tlie President being absent K. T. Fetrow 


was called to the chair. 


The following members were present: 


Messrs. Clark, Evans, Fetrow, Milnor, Moss, 
Scull, Smith, Scott, Whitely, Wright and 
Weaver. 


The Finance and Public Property Com- 


mittee presented the annual statement of the 
finances of the borough, which was ordered 
published in the Bristol papers, and copies 
printed for the use of members. 


The Street and Highway Committee re- 


ported in favor of placing an electric light 
on Swain street as petitioned for, reported 
the completion of the swinging bridge over 
the canal at Washington street, and of the 
trunk under the canal between locks No. 1 
and No. 1!, and submitted the draft of an 
ordinance giving the use of Bath street to the 
Newtown, lianguorne and Bristol trolley. 


The Police Committee reported five arrests 


during the month, two for nuisance, two for 
disorderly conduct and one for assault and 
battery. The number of tramps lodged in 
the station house during the month was 680. 


The Fit e Committee reported the loss by 


fire of the t'rovideucc Hosiery Mills. 


The Health,Sanitation and Poor Committee 


reported that the total expense for the relief, 
medical attendance and burial of the poor 
during the year amounted to $126.40. 


The semi-annual report of the Chief of the 


Fire Department stated that the number of 
members of the different companies, includ- 
ing the three auxilliary. companies, was 
330; during the six months from September 
1st, 1896., to March 1st, 1896, there were 
four fires, the loss on buildings amounted to 
$3!>0, and the loss on stock unknown. 


The cleric read a letter from an old soldier, 


now located at Raleigh, N. C., saying that 
he had re-enlisted in the United States Army, 
during the war of the Rebellion, with the 
understanding that he would receive a $100 
bounty from the borough of Bristol, and 
wanted to know to whom he would make 
application. 
The clerk was directed to 


notify him that there was no money in the 
treasury to pay such claims. 


A petit ion from residents and property 


owners on Jefferson avenue asking that the 
South side of the avenue from the property 
of Mrs. K. P. Shoemaker to Radcliffe street 
be paved, was referred to the Street Com- 
mittee with power to act. 


A petition from property owners for fire 


hydrants on Garden street was referred to 
the Street Committee with power to act. 


The ordinance presented by the Street 


Committee granting the use of Bath street 
to the Newtown, Langhorne and Bristol 
Street Railway Company, under certain con- 
ditions, was taken up and passed its first 
reading, and on motion its further considera- 
tion was deferred to a special session of 
Council to be held on Monday evening, 
March 23rd. 


On motion a vole of thauks was tendered, 


the Bristol firemen and citizeps of Bristol 
in general for the aid given at the fire at the 
hosiery mills; and a resolution of thanks to 
the firemen and citizens of Burlington for 
their offer of aid was unanimously adopted, 
and the clerk instructed to transmit the 
same. 


Bills amounting to $1,854.89 were passed 


and orders directed to be drawn for the 
amount 


On motion the Treasurer was authorized 


to negotiate a loan for $1000 to meet current 
bills, and Council then adjourned. 


BRISTOL'S WATER SUPPLY. 


Reply to Joltii C. M«tUc. 


I am very glad to be informed by Mr 


Maule, that when he was a member of th 
T'orough Council, he both spoie and vote 
ujji list the pollution of tiie waters of 11: 


11 m- iielaware, though unsuccessful in hi 
efforts, he has ury thanks, and i have n 
doubt the thanks of the community generally 


He seems to think that 1 and tome other 


are opposed to new-comers, I assure hin 
that such is not. tlie fact, as I have alway 
welcomed all new-corners that were' likely 
to become good citizens. 


Further in regard to filiation, it is goot 


to a certain extent, and I would accept it i 
nothing bette'r could be obtained. 
I how- 


ever still affirm that it docs not entirely re 
move typhoid germs. (Cholera germs 1 do 
not know about.) I have ascertained since 
niy previous communication, that the very 
eminent Professor Olmacher, the discoverer 
of Antitoxin, has demonstrated by actual 
experiment that filtration does not entirely 
remove typhoid germs, he having fijterec 
such impregnated water, through sand first, 
and then through paper pulp, and still tho 
germs were there. 


Mr. Maule seems to take it for granted 


that all tho typhoid fever in Bristol was 
caused by drinking river water. 
How he 


dares to make such an assertion in the face 
of direct evidence to the contrary, I leave 
for himself to decide. 


While I freely admit that impure water 


is likely to cause typhoid fever and other 
diseases, there are other causes besides im- 
pure water which produce such results. 


I have no hesitation in saying that he has 


no foundation in fact, for stating that the 
typhoid fever epidemic of three years ago, 
and also this winter, was caused by drinking 
the river water,for while thousands arauk it 
with impunity, others who never drank it 
took the fever. 
Besides he will probably 


recollect that two years ago they had an 
epidemic of typhoid fever in Tullytown 
worse than we had it Bristol the year before. 
Does Mr. Maule pi ctend that said epidemic 
was caused by drinking the river water ? I 
hardly think ho will venture to do that, as 
the Tullytown people never use river water. 


The real facts in the case are that no one 


knows the cause of the epidemic in the three 
instances mentioned. 


In conclusion I reiterate that no one is 


more opposed to drinking impure water 
than myself, and if our water supply is at 
fault, I shall never cease my efforts to im- 
prove its quality, as long as I live and have 
my health.

A MUSEUM OF COMMERCE. 


tn»lit,utlon In Whicli Morchantu and Mnii- 


nfaaLareni Are Afforded an Opportunity 
to Iiupect the Natural Product* of the 
World—Some of the FlaiiH. 


Philadelphia is the first city in tho Unit- 


ed States to establish n commercial muse- 
um in which its merchants aud manufac- 
turers are given on opportunity to inspect 
and compare the natural products of the 
world and the manufactured products of 
foreign countries and obtain both practi- 
cal and technical information concerning 
thorn. It is upon a plan similar to that 
submitted to congress several years ago by 
the director of tho bureau of American re- 
publics with the indorsement of Mr.Blaine.- 
But thedreadof "paternalism" in govern- 
ment does not prevail in Pennsylvania, 
and the now Institution was established 
by the city under the auspices of the state, 
with the governor as chairman of the 
board of trustees. The mayor is vice chair- 
man ; the presidents of tho select and com- 
mon councils, the president of the board 
of education, tho superintendent of the 
public schools and the state forestry com- 
missioner aro also exoffiolo members of the 
board, with 14 citizens, who are appointed 
by the mayor and confirmed by the coun- 
cils. Dr.. Pepper, until rucently, president 
of the University of Pennsylvania, is pres- 
ident of tho institution; Charles H. Cramp 
is vice president, and Professor William P. 
Wilson is tho director in charge. 


The museum occupies the large granite 


building that was the headquarters of the 
Pennsylvania railway until recently, and 
has been leased for five years. But eight 
noros In one of tlie parks have been reserved 
as the location of a permanent structure, 
and $15,000 has been appropriated for tha 
purpose of preparing tho site for construc- 
tion as soon as tho plans can be prepared. 


The object of the institution is to place

It will bo several 
months before the museum uan be opened 
o the public, but the work of installation 
s proceeding rapidly under the direction 
of Professor Wilson and Dr. Neiderleln, 
vho wns one of the commissioners from 
he Argentine Republic at the World's 
air. 


A double classification has been decided 


upon as giving advantages for the visitor 
who desires to inspect the exhibits from 
wo points of view. 


The first is by nations, so that the vis- 


tor may study the resources of any par- 
ioular country with the aid of maps, 
harts and statistical and descriptive in- 
ormation concerning its climate, soil, in- 
ustries, means of communication and 
ransportation. 


The second is by products, so that he 


may make a comparative Investigation of 
he quality and peculiarities of the same 
lasses of articles from the various coun- 
rles that produce them. For example, the 
•ools of Australia will be placed beside 
hose of Persia, the Argentine Republic 
nd Mexico; the coffees of Java beside 
hose of Guatemala, Venezuela and Bra- 
il; the sugars of Cuba beside those of the 
Hawaiian Islands and Germany. 


Samples of manufactured merchandise 


from foreign countries will be arranged in 
a similar manner, with novelties and new 
inventions as they may bo introduced and 
adopted, in order that the American man- 
ufacturer may see what his foreign com- 
petitors are doing and learn what they pay 
for labor and materials, what it costs them 
to produce them, how their patents are 
protected, the prices at which they sell, 
the export or import duties they are re- 
quired to pay and where they find their 
markets. 


Attached to the museum is a bureau of 


information where trade directories and 
other publications from all oountrieg and 
in all languages will be kept on file, and a 
library of reference, with Indices, by 
which a mani'acturer may ascertain facts 
that may be useful to him concerning his 
own particular lino of business in any part 
of the world. 
Correspondents are being 


engaged in the commercial and manufac- 
turing oities of Europe who will furnish 
current information concerning conditions, 
of industry and trade and make special 
investigations and report as required, 


A scientific and experimental depart- 


ment will be maintained, with experts 
whose business it will be to make a care- 
ful study of the economic value of prod- 
ucts that may be added to the exhibits 
and discoveries of value to the manufac- 
turing and commercial interests of the 
city and state. 


Thus a man who is engaged in the man- 


ufacture of textiles may have the advan- 
tage of examining patterns and designs 
that are produced in foreign countries, 
and if he desire to learn tho details of any 
novelty either in materials or finished 
products he has only to write a card of in- 
quiry and receive a report that will tell 
him all that may be known. 
If any In- 


formation is desired upon any commercial 
or industrial subject, it will be furnished 
upon application, whether It concerns 
methods of manufacture, tariffs or trans- 
portation facilities, freight rates,exchanges 
or currency, the names of importing or ex- 
porting merchants in any foreign country, 
prices, packing, supply or demand. 


It will thus be seen that the possibili- 


ties of usefulness In such an institution 
cannot be overestimated, and the liberal- 
ity of the Philadelphia councils has fur- 
nished sufficient funds to enable the man- 
agers to make the new museum an impor- 
tant factor in the expansion oi both tho 
Import and the export trade of the city. 


While it will require much time and 


study to enable the management to grasp 
the Information necessary to fuiail the 
purpose of the institution, they are pro- 
ceeding in a systematic and intelligent 
manner, and begin with the other Ameri- 
can republics which they consider of Im- 
mediate importance. A special agent left 
upon the last steamer for Venezuela to 
make a thorough study of 
commercial 


possibilities in that country, and others 
shortly will be dispatched to the neighbor-

pleased with some of nature's effects of 
light and shade that probably offend the 
canons of cultivated art, and I am self-satis- 
fied fool enough, £00, to feel glad that I can 
get a genuine, hearty, common enjoyment 
out of these grand old mountains, without 
the disposition or ability to criticise and 
compare them, so if in the'course of these 
letters I shall try to give a little idea of the 
scenery, the reader can take it with such 
salt a»,hiB artistic cultivation may require to 
make it-palatable. 


I think I am viewing the place from a 


very different standpoint to that of Mr. 
Iddings, for I radically differ from his state- 
ment that "Colorado Springs is not a cheap 
place," and I do not hesitate to say that no 
invalid who can afford to leavo home at nil, 
need feel any misgivings as to coining hero 
on the score of expense. 
I have not found 


any place yet where I can get accommoda- 
tions both complete and convenient, at bank- 
rupt prices, but I have found here a place 
where I can get more comfort and conven- 
ience to the dollar than in any other of the 
couple of dozen places I have visited in the 
past year and a half, or in my entire life 
for that matter. 
It is true that I meet poo- 


pie here every day who complain of the 
prices they have to pay, for it is character- 
istic of human nature to feel that what each 
one has to pay is as dear as what he has for 
sale is cheap, and very few take the trouble 
to fiud out by facts and figures whether 
their momentary impressions are correct or 
npt. -Mr. Iddings, after a deserved tribute 
to mountain water as a beverage adds that 
"the price is ridiculously high," and he 
seems to think that rents arc exhorbitant, 
and states that food supplies are dear. I do 
not know what kind of table water he is in 
the habit of drinking, but the price of 
Manitou on the hotel tables is toil cents a 
bottle, while one can get all he wants for 
absolutely nothing at all by going over to 
Manitou and dipping a bottle or a hundred 
bottles, if he chooses, direct from the 
springs. I do not know what can be cheaper 
than this, but no doubt there are people 
who will not be satisfiea until a spring is 
discovered that spurts the water already 
bottled and labelled direct from the bowels 
of the earth to the side of their plate, with 
a corkscrew attached and a darkey to pull 
the cork, and probably then they will com- 
plain oecause they have to furnish the tum- 
bler. In saying that the water can be had 
for nothing I am not stating what it is 
merely within the limits of "possibility to do,

"twofers," which means two for a quartet 
here, Hint are wrapped in tin foil or sealec 
up in glass tubes, are poor. The good res 
taurants 1 should cull dear for n town whore 
supplies are so cheap. AVith dressed turkeys 
at 16 cents a pound, chickens at 12.V, eggs 
at fifteen cents a dozen, butter at 20 cents a 
pound &c., one cannot say that 30 cents for 
a chickeu sandwich and a cup of cotl'ee is 
cheap. Coal tells at S3.50 to $4.00 per ton, 
according to size, flour from $2.00 to $2.50 a

I am stating what the people, carloads of 
them, actually and habitually do every day, 
and what I see every time I go to Alanitou. 


As to house rents, "$250 to $350 a month 


for a well furnished, commodious house" 
does not strike me as ('pretty"steep, even if 
it is outside of a large city, compared with 
the prices elsewhere. 
I have not investi- 


gated this class of property closely, but we 
talked of trying housekeeping, aud in look- 
ing into the matter of such as I could afford 
I learned incidentally of a property in the 
best location, a house of fourteen rooms, 
with all conveniences of the highest order, 
completely furnished, aud with fine stable 
on the rear of the lot, at $300 a month. 
Such prices are, of course, not yearly rates, 
but for the season, like tho properties on 
the Jersey Coast, where similar properties 
would command the same or even higher 
figures. 
Good and convenient furnished 


cottages in locations from good to best bring 
jfrom $80 to $50 per month, while more dis- 
tant lomtions are less, many very much 
less, according to character and location. I 
do not know of a town anywhere where one 
can live belter in accordance with his means 
or have a wider selection, not only of style, 
'but of method of living, than in Colorado 
Springs. 
One can spend as much as he 


chooses, or as much as he can afford. 
If 


boarding is preferred it can be obtained at 
the hotels for as high a figure as one may 
choose, down to five dollars a week, accord- 
ing to grade, or in private boarding houses 
from the swellest style dowa to the "cheap 
and nasty." 
If housekeeping suits best, 


there is the elegant mansion and the humb- 
lest little cottage, with all grades between, 
to choose from. 
Great numbers of people 


indulge in the combination of boarding and 
housekeeping known as ''light housekeep- 
ing," renting cottages or rooms and going 
to hotel or restaurant for all or some meals, 
and the combination of lodging house and 
cheap restaurant can be made if necessity 
requires. 
I have an acquaintance, a busi- 


ness man, who has a very nice room within 
a couple of blocks of the postoffice, with all 
modern conveniences, including steam heat 
and attention, for which he pays three dol- 
lars and a half a week. He ''meals out," of 
course. 


Prices vary, of course, from those of the 


East; some things are cheaper, some dearer, 
nut taking altogether, rent, light and heat, 
clothing, furniture and food supplies, books, 
pictures, flowers, amusement tickets and 
small ornaments, which may he said to 
comprise the necessities and small luxuries 
of life, except servants, I do not think the 
difference in cost of a year's living between 
here and the East could be figured out. Ser- 
vants' wages are out of all proportion to 
Eastern figures; $25 to $30 a month are the 
common wages of the ordinary girl, and 
from-the testimony of the housekeepers the 
service is poor and unsatisfactory. I judge 
.this is correct, too, from our hotel exper- 
ience, for the waiters are clumsy and negli- 
gent, simply because they do not know their 
business. 
Owing to the fact that no frac- 


tional currency less than a nickel is known 
or used, many small things are dear, and 
when they are not you are obliged to take 
more than you want. 
If you are attracted 


by the fine, big, red, native apples you must 
take three for a nickel, and if your appetite 
should require a paper of tax yon must take 
three papers. Smoking tobacco is about ten ' 


barrel, potatoes 20 to 40 cents a bushel, with 
meats at a little less thon home prices and 
game of all sorts at half or less of eastern 
prices, venison running from ten to fifteen 
cents a pound, and teal ducks, quail and 
jack rabbits at $2.00 a dozen. 
Hotbed win- 


ter vegetables are cheaper than at homo,and 
bread, buns, cakes and pastry are also 
cheaper, and either on account of the excel- 
lence of flic flour or from diiect climatic in- 
fluence, the breiulbtuft's will average up of 
better quality than at home. 


Of course one does not discover all these 


things in a day, and the tourist who comes 
here with the idea of getting in (he swim, 
pays anything that is asked, takes the first 
tiling offered and asks no questions, docs 
not discover many of them at all, but simply 
pays two dollars for one dollar's worth, and 
goes away with the idea that life here is 
very expensive, having tlie effect very much 
heightened if he indulges in the purchase 
of souvenirs or in sightseeing, without find- 
ing out in advance what he,is going to see 
and where it is. I can take a two-seated 
carriage and the three of us can drive to 
and through the Garden of the Clods, the 
worst possible way to beo it, by-the-wny, at 
a cost of four dollars, or I can take the trol- 
ley to Colorado City, at 20 cents for the 
round trip, and from there take burros and 
ride through and around tho garden for a 
dollar and a quarter, including au intelli- 
gent boy guide. Total, one dollar and forty- 
five cents ; or by going a little further on 
the trolley, can walk through the garden, 
the total walk not exceeding three miles, 
for a cost of thirty cents, while with my 
wheel I have poked all around the famous 
spot for nothing at all, and this is equally 
true of a dozen or so other places that may 
be seen thoroughly and leisurely by a com- 
bination of trolley and Shank's marc. 
For 


some others you must lake a carriage and 
the garrulity of tlie drivers is alone worth 
the price. 
Our Jehu at Glen Eyrie pointed 


out nn eagle's nest high up on the cliff aud 
explained that glen meant an enclosed val- 
ley surrounded by hills, and that eyrie was

while ihe scholarly whip who had us in 
charge on another occasion made the fear- 
loss old French Je-suits who first penetrated 
the.se regions, turn in (heir graves by tell- 
ing us that the stream known now as Foun- 
tain from the name they gave it, "Fount.uuc 
qui Bouille," was the "Lah Fontan dec 
Boolyon"—it was iced bouillion when we 
first saw it.

So far only throe corps have deserted, 


which is regarded by tho present head of 
the Salvation Army and her associates as 
an encouraging indication that the disrup- 
tion threatened may not amount to much 
after all, but among the auxiliaries the 
disaffection, it is said, is steadily InoreaH- 
ing. Since Miss Edith Marshall gave out 
as chief secretary of tho auxiliary leagues 
that "very few resignations bad boon 
handed in, and those only from persons of 
no importance," those resigning 
have 


adopted the plan of giving out copies of 
their communication to headquarters. 


The letter of resignation from Smith 


Agnew, secretary of the Pittsburg branch, 
is significant of tho stuto of mind in that 
section and expresses tbo view of many 
auxiliaries elsewhere. In it Mr. Agncw 
says: 


"I have for acknowledgment your cir- 


cular letter of the 28th of February with 
reference to the resignation or summary 
dismissal, whichever it IB, of Commander 
Ballington Booth from tho leadership of 
the American forces of the Salvation Army. 


"Tbe general toiao and purpose of the 


circular is unwiso, uncharitable and mis- 
loading, and its reflex influence cannot bo 
loss than harmful to the Salvation Army 


"It gives mo pleasure to say, aud it will 


be a source of gratification to you to hour, 
that Commander Bouth and bis most noblu 
wife are so thoroughly well known and so 
highly esteemed by r,he people of America 
lor their grand work and tuoir unswerving 
faithfulness that any ill uttered concerning 
them finds not one i tta of credence. 


"No power, howo\ jr mandatory, would 


evor convince the public that Ballington 
Booth is less than u true advocate of the 
letter and spirit of ti»- fifth command- 
ment." 


Tho Salvation Army leaders are rapidly 


developing a spirit of contention wbioh 
may result in a succession of very sharp 
epistles between Ballington Booth and hib 
sister, Commissioner Eva Booth. The 
latter has answered her brother's manifesto 
by the way of Boston. 
This Is the sub- 


stance of it: 


"Tho commander's statement that ho 


did not refuse to obey orders can scarcely 
deceive any one, for ho admits himself in 
his letter to you that lie was not 'free to 
take another oommuii'V which simply 
moans that, under tbo profession of obedi- 
ence to farewell orders, ho was not pre- 
pared for marching orders. Is that the 
soldier spirit? Is that what ho expected 
and demanded of you? 


"His statement that he did not resign is 


unfounded. 
Certain reasons, ho says, 


compelled him to state that bo would not 
take another command. 
What is that but 


resignation? The commander Is merely 
playing with words when ho asserts to tho 
contrary. 
His letter of Jan. SI was a let- 


tor of resignation. 


"His repeated statements that he was 


peremptorily dismissed is completely false. 
We had no power to dismiss. 
Such a 


thought was furthest from our minds. In 
foot, our lust act was to send a Jotter to 
the national headquarters, Imploring him 
to come and spend the remainder of the 
memorable night In prayer, or, If he could 
not do so, that we would see him again in 
the morning, lu the hope that the night'B 
reflection would enable him to decide upon 
his seeing tho general before taking tho 
steps he intended.

His Plain Accepted. 


The DOW dormitory of the Perkins In- 


•titutlon For the Blind in South Boston 
will be tho curiosity of tho public build- 
ings of the city, the accepted plans having 
been drawn by Dennis A. Eearilon, who 
Is totally blind. 
It is boliovud that this is 


the first case on record where a blind 
man's design lor a public Luilcliug has 
been accepted. 


The plans call for a four story brick 


building 25 by 60 feet.

will be of light sandstone. 
In the base- 


ment of the building will be tho heating 
apparatus and storerooms. On tho flrbt 
floor will be offices and quarters for the 
supervisor and sleeping rooms. The other 
flooni will be given up to sleeping rooms. 
Experts who have seen tho plans pro- 
nounce them equal to those of an artist 
with all his faculties, so neatly are they 
ftnlilied. 
The front elevation shows the 


minute indentation of curves, trimmings, 
oto., with mathematical precision. 


Mr. Keardon is 65 years old and has 


Ho is regularly 
employed at the Institution, having full 
charge of the property besides running tho 
printing department of tho institution.

ON AN UNKNOWN LAUD, 


What Was Found on an Islnnd In the 


Gulf of California. 


S. C. Millard, who actod as guido and 


interpreter for Professor McGeo and his 
party in thoir exploration of Tibourn is- 
land, in the gulf of California, has return- 
ed from the expedition with an overflow- 
Ing supply of interesting things to relate. 


lie says tho island is about 18 by 80 


miles in size and rises 4,000 feet above tho 
encircling waves of tho gulf of California. 


The land is barren and rooky and is in- 


habited by about 800 Ceros Indians, who 
aro unlike any other kuowu race in ap- 
pearance and language. They wear very 
few clothes aud scamper, barefoot, up aud 
down tho cliffs like wild goats. Theyuevor , 
plant crops, but subsist on game, whioh 
is found in abundance on tho island, and • 
tho waters furnish them with any quantity ' 


whom their presence may make for the 
saving of souls nnd a bettor knowledge oi 
the organization of which be is tiie head. 


They are like tho stars of tho dramatic 


profession, but tho "specials" measure 
their success cot by press notices an<J 
box office receipts, but by Hie religious 
fervor aroused and tho number of souls 
saved, a record of which in most carefully 
kept. 


It is true that the visits of the "spe- 


cinls" to any given place always result In 
larger collections, but the money goes di- 
rectly to benefit tho community in whioh 
it was raised, unless it is for such special 
work as tho general's "social scheme" or 
some other philanthropy looking to the 
good of humanity at largo.

In Summer or In Winter. 


"I was talking with my wife tho other 


day about the cost of living," said a man, 
"about whether it costs more to live in 
summer or in winter, and she said it de- 
pended a good deal on how you were situ- 
ated—that is, whether you lived in tho 
country, or in a smaller city where you had 
a garden and raised your own vegetables, 
or whether you lived in a city where you 
had to buy all chose things, and it depend- 
ed also a good deal on how you were cir- 
cumstanced. Sho thought that people who 
were downright poor and people who were 
rich could live cheaper in summer than in 
Winter—this is of course not taking any 
account of summer travel and that sort of 
thing; tho poor, because in summer they 
had less to pay for fuel and tho clothes re- 
quired cost less, and they could if noed be 
live on as little as at any time; the rich, 
eating more or less fresh vegetables and 
-.fruits in winter, because vegetables were 
cheaper in summer. 


"A§ to people Jn moderate ciroum- 


stanos, that is with incomes sufficient to 
live comfortably on, she thought that if 
anything It cost them rather more to live 
in summer. Light, fuel and clothes cost 
them more in winter, bnt they spent less 
in winter for food. The moderate people 
couldn't afford to eat fresh vegetables In 
winter; they aie canned goods then, and 
In less quantity and at less expense than 
the fresh vegetables and fruits of which 
they ate freely in summer. 


"Upon further deliberation, howover, 


my wife was inclined to think that, taking 
ope thing with another, it oost peoplo in 
moderate circumstances abqut the same to 
live in winter as in summer, and with this 
view I am Inclined to agree. In fact, I 
know, when I come to think about 11, that 
our own expenses in winter and summer 
are strikingly uniform, as indeed they are 
the year around, so closely do they at all 
times approximate to our Income."—Now 
York Sun.
